Btrsngely enough the bill as enacted 
eoDtaloe similar provlslooe, Ae to the 
ecreene, it provides that the licensing 
body shall compel their removal at all 
hours when the sale of liquor Is for¬ 
bidden by law, and may compel their 
removal at all i ther times, aDd the pro¬ 
vision for tbe removal of the screens and 
giving a clear view of the Interior Is more 
specific and atrlcgeut than Id the orig¬ 
inal or bishops' bill. The penalty for 
violation Is a revocation of the lloense, 
and the violation Is constituted keeping 
a disorderly house. Of oourse this meaos 
tbst on Sundays or election days or after 
12 o’olock at night tbe bar-room must be 
open to plain view from tbe strest, and 
also that the licensing body may require 
such clear view at all times, as Is now 
the law In Mapsachuaetts. But note the 
exceptions: The law applies la all 

cases (I quote), Mf not an Inn or tavern, 
or a hotel having at least ten spare 
rooms, and beds for the accommodation 
of boarders, transients and travelers, or 
a restaurant where the business of fur¬ 
nishing meals to the public for compen¬ 
sation is regularly carried on, and which 
reetauraLt Is conducted and operated oo 
more than one fiooror story of the bnlld* 
log where such business Is carried on, or 
a picnic or recreation ground, or a build¬ 
ing with a bowling alley, or a building 
entirely ocoupled by a regularly organ¬ 
ized club or association.' In the above 
exempt cases the law does not apply, 
either as to screens or to llqnor being 
served In tbe bar-room odIj. No prohi¬ 
bition occure as to the side entrances, or 
as to back rooms,except that liquor may 
not be sold or served thereto.’ 

Reduction of tares. 

The Public Service Corporation au. 
nounced last week that on Monday tbe 
fare between Montclair and Newark 
would be reduced fiutn six to five cents, 
and the fare from Newaik to Veroua and 
Caldwell to ten cents Instead of eleven 
and fifteen ceDts respectively. Tbe fare 
from Montclair to Verona and Caldwell 
will be five cents. Transfers from Val¬ 
ley Road ears will be good for fare on 
Bloomfield ears west to Caldwell and 
east to Newark without additional fare. 
Transfers from Crosslown oars will be 
good for far* west to Mootetalr and east 
to Newark without additional transfer. 
This concession would have been granted 
by tbe Public Service Company long ago, 
It Is asserted. If the borough of Glen 
Ridge had been willing to give up Us 
tax of $1,000 a year, which It obtained 
od tbe original franchise agreement. 
Montclair received $2,000 a year, which 
ll surrendered upon tbe reduction of the 
fare, aod has been willing to do so at 
aoy time, but Glen Ridge has held back. 
Whether the latter will now be compelled 
to give up its $1,000 per annum remains 
to be seen. 

Those of our oKlsens who use the 
trolley oars and have occasion to procure 
transfers between here and Newark, will 
be glad to learn that tbe price of them 
bas been reduced from seven to five 
cents. The ohasgs went into effect on 
Monday. _
